the west. People were coming out of this depression and econonic conditions were beginning 
to improve and stabilize, but political conditions were precarious and the thinking of our 
people was often shaken and confused. Dissatisfaction and lack of confidence, both in busi- 
ness and government, was very real. This was complicated by the fact that the two princi- 
pal segments of western society consisted of: first, pioneers without any close association 
with established eastern institutional ideas, and, second, people who had come in from the 
east, dissatisfied with eastern institutions, economics, and political concepts. 


As a result, the people in the western states, and wany of those coming from the east, were 
beginning to develop new ideas and concepts of legislation, public service, and public ad- 
ministration. At the same time, however, there were no strong professional societies in 
existence in the west prepared to attack these problems. Nearly all strong professional 
societies which did exist-were located in the east and middle west and none seemed con- 
cerned directly with the problems mentioned above. There was no well-established broad 
contact among the specialists in the-field of administration in the west, except in iso- 
lated instances. These, in general, were the conditions that existed during the two or 
three years prior to the birth of this association. 


Western leaders in the field of political science, governmental operations and public ad- 
ministration, together with those in. the educational field, were all aware of these condi - 
tions and were deeply concerned. Much discussion took place and considerable correspondence 
passed back and forth. As a result of these discussions, it was determined to hold a meet- 
ing and discuss the situation. Such a meeting was held in October 1937, at the University 
of California, Berkeley, which was attended by representatives from various parts of the 
State of California, and a few from outside California. As a result of this meeting, which 
lasted a fuJl day, it was decided then and there to create an organization called the West- 
ern Governmental Research Association. Most of the founding members were Californians; the 
setup of the association naturally reflected that fact. 








The Objectives of WGRA 





The objectives of this organization include the following: 


1. The association was intended to be used as a means of exchanging ideas and infor- 
mation on legislation, governmental organization and procedures, and the stimulation 
and development of professional standards of governmental research. This idea is ex- 
pressed in Article I! of the Constitution and, so far as | know, has never been 
changed. 


2. {It was agreed that the association should not be national, and that its objectives 
should be confined to the western states. 


3. It was fully recognized that its activities could not be localized in California, 
but would eventually include the problems of the entire western region. 


4, tt was understood that the association would not be sectionalized, but that full 
meetings would be held alternately in the northern and southern parts of California, 
in succeeding years. 


5. It was agreed that the association should avoid any activities which would have 
a tendency to exploit or promote the personal or professional fortunes of any of its 


members. 


6. It was also understood that the association should not attempt to carry on competi - 
tive research or promotion of its own, but should seek to stimulate and aid all recog- 
nized governmental units, research organizations, public groups and individuals to 
carry on research and to improve standards of operations, economy and efficiency in 
governmental processes. - 


Underlying these objectives was the general feeling that this association, if properly de- 


veloped and operated, might become an agency to help restore confidence in and respect for 
our governmental institutions and those operating them. 


Growth and Development of WGRA 





WGRA has been healthy and vigorous from the beginning. Its membership, small at first, has 
never ceased to grow. Each year has seen an increase until today the total is well over 
One thousand. These members come from all over the thirteen western states. The associa- 
tion has wisely and carefully, over the years, selected able persons to serve as officers 
and members of the executive board. 


At first, and for many years, the meetings were held alternately in the northern and south- 
ern portions of California, usually at Berkeley or Los Angeles. However, the meeting places 
have varied somewhat in later years and have included Sacramento in the north, and in the 
south, Long Beach and San Diego. Last year was the first time a very fine conference was 
held at Fresno, in the central part of the state of California. Now, for the first time, 
the association is meeting in Portland. 


These changes are significant and are evidence of the original thinking of our founders. 

My observations of these conferences are that they have been dominated by ideas and not 
People. They have provided a place for discussion and debate on problems of governmental 
research, public policy and the public service. WGRA's members have come to the conferences 
in order to find out what others are doing in related fields. The conferences have pro- 
vided opportunities for personal and professional contacts among members. And the confer- 
ences have aided in the professional growth and development of the association's members. 
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More than once | have seen young members come into this organization, grow up in their 
fields, and become top people and leaders in their professions. 


WGRA has brought into its fold many of the ablest persons in the field of public service 
in the western area. It is a strong and vigorous association. {t is well established and 
is here to stay. 


‘Current Activities of WGRA''

for convenience, the current activities of WGRA may be divided into three categories: 
(1) publications activities, (2) the conferences, (3) membership promotions. 


Publications 





The Governmental Research Notes provides a quarterly listing of the western output of ad- 
ministrative, governmental, and public policy research, prepared jointly with the Bureau 
of Public Administration Library. Until now, it has been necessary to keep this a selec- 
tive listing, due to WGRA budgetary limitations. With the recent increase in membership 
dues, it appears that the listing can be made comprehensive, or nearly so. 





The Job Finder bulletin and columns provide a monthly listing of administrative and govern- 
mental research employment in the western states. This venture was started nearly five 
years ago, and now lists some 250 positions each year. The Job Finder is one of WGRA's 
most popular publications, and there is considerable evidence that many members find it 
useful in keeping up with the job market, but no attempt has ever been made to determine 
precisely to what extent jobs are filled through its columns. 


The conference Proceedings are published each year with full reports of conference sessions. 
The 1958 (Fresno) conference Proceedings is now out and available to all WGRA members on 
request. 








The "Western Research News'' column in Western City magazine reviews research studies of 
interest to municipal and other local officials. 





The Conferences 





The conferences are the heart of WGRA--it is on the quality of the conferences that WGRA 

a an organization stands or falls. All the other activities are supplemental in nature. 
| believe that the conferences are successful to the extent that they encompass the full 

range of disciplines, professions, and-technical skills which must be involved in public 

policy formation and public policy research. This means much more than just a membership 
and participation on the part of administrators and ''generalists.'! 


In terms of area, WGRA has, until this year, limited its conference activities. to Califor- 
nia locations. There has always been some non-California participation, of course, but it 
is natural that at least 90 percent of the turnout has been from California. The holding 
of this Portland conference--and its obvious success, at least in terms of attendance-- 
indicates that some of WGRA's traditional limitations can now be loosened. Thus the or- 
ganization appears to have the potential of becoming a truly regional association. 


Membership Promotions 





The tasks of WGRA membership promotion are distributed among the Secretariat, the Executive 
Committee, the State Representatives, and membership at large. These activities have been 
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very successful. During the ten years since 1949 the membership has grown from 297 to 
1,054--an increase of over 250 percent. 


In the composition of its membership, however, the organization may be concentrating too 
heavily on administrators, in terms of occupation, and on California, in terms of area. 
Membership recruitment has been in large part a process of cooptation--we get most of our 
new members through the suggestions and activities of old members. Hence, the new members 
tend to be persons who associate with, are colleagues of, and live in the same general area 
as the old members. This is a natural process and is to be expected, but if no attempt is 
made to counteract it, the result may be a certain degree of inbreeding. 


The organization may need to take some active steps to diversify, and to solicit memberships 
and conference participation from areas not now well covered, and from among disciplines 
and persons concerned in public policy formation who are not now included in sufficient 


numbers. 


The Problem of Staffing 





The necessary staff help for the activities of WGRA's Secretariat is provided by the Bureau 
of Public Administration, University of California, Berkeley, which also supplies office 
space and other facilities. The Secretariat is responsible for the publications program, 
routine membership correspondence, and a phase of the membership promotions program. 


Under WGRA's system of decentralized conference management, the annual conferences are con- 
sidered the primary responsibility of the President, assisted by the Vice-President, the 
Executive Committee, and such ad hoc committees as the President may see fit to appoint. 
The Berkeley office plays a relatively small role in the organization and running of the 
conferences, except when they are held in the Bay Area, which has been only twice in the 

last ten years--in 1950 and in 1954. It would be impossible for the Berkeley office to do 
amajor portion of the necessary annual conference staff work, in addition to its regular 
membership and publications activities. 


When new approaches, new directions, and new activities are suggested for WGRA, it may be 
that we can capitalize on and extend the tradition of decentralized staff support for WGRA 
activities, and thus continue to expand the Association's program without placing too great 
a burden on any one of the participating groups, or requiring any radical changes in the 
membership dues structure. 


"Some New Functions and Goals for WGRA (4)!

The future of WGRA is wholly dependent on the area the association is to occupy and the 
structure necessary for its proper functioning. Our strength is now in research, with 

the emphasis on the entire field of public policy formation and execution--defined by 
Mclver as "'a seamless web!'' of all public and private research as it affects the formation 
and execution of public policy at all levels. Thus WGRA appeals to the budget analyst of 
the departments of finance, the anthropologist of the Bureau of Indian Affairs, the city 
and regional planner, the engineer concerned with highway planning and programming, and the 
economist and political scientist concerned with natural resources development. WGRA's 
interests cover the entire range of policy research and represent not just the researcher, 
but also those who use research data. We are private, legislative, judicial, administra- 
tive, technical and political--we are line and staff. This is our strength and the source 
of our appeal to the many disciplines represented at this conference. 
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those Of us who have been with WGRA from the beginning have protected this function, not by 
reiteration, but by tacit negotiation. We have opened the conferences to problem areas of 
Hresearch and policy in vital controversial fields; refused to over-organize or over-program 
ifat central or local levels; and avoided the assumption of research projects or consulting 
Siservices. We have prevented ourselves from becoming a strictly ''professional'' organization, 
HIbut yet have concerned ourselves with research ethics. We have avoided a concentration on 
nnagerially-oriented research or on management programs. 


) Iso much for the subject area we have occupied and must continue to occupy. How -about 

the geographic area we serve? Our name indicates we can serve all thirteen western states. 
if this first step, a conference in the Pacific Northwest, adds membership and leads to mu- 

tual cross fertilization, then we may well be on our way to extending our geographic area 

of service. The demand must come, however, from the areas to be served--our rate of growth 

will be determined primarily by the indigenous activity in other states. 


Tiction for the Future 





feing convinced that WGRA will continue to grow with the west, it behooves us to put our 
huse in order. Each of the following recommendations for action aimed at doing so could 
stand alone, or they could be adopted collectively: 


1. It is doubtful if additional staff time and subsidy wil! or should be available 
from the Bureau of Public Administration. | suggest that the Washington University 
Bureau of Governmental Research and Services and the Bureau of Municipal Research and 
Service of the University of Oregon request the necessary funds to act as state sub- 
centers for WGRA activity, in order to engage in regional membership recruitment, re- 
search documentation clearance, and other services now provided by WGRA. This would 
stimulate student membership as well as avoid increasing dues to provide more staff. 
The same program should be inaugurated at other universities as state interest is 


generated. 


2. Policy and organization committees should be set up immediately in California, 
Oregon and Washington. They should be without financial support, at least at, first, 
with headquarters at the respective University centers. The incoming President should 
appoint the committees before the conference adjourns. The Executive Committee member 
or members and the State Representative should be appointed to each state committee. 
These policy committees would concern themselves with conference planning, membership 
recruitment and research clearance. 





3. Conference programming and location should be planned at least two years in advance. 


4, {tt is strongly recommended that the new conference program committee and the 
standing committees be appointed during the conference or at the most within two 


months after adjournment. 





The foregoing suggestions could be implemented by action of the Executive Committee without 
consti tutional amendment. 





5. The Executive Committee of ten members should be enlarged--this would require a 
constitutional amendment. Of the present ten-member committee, four are ex-officio-- 
the president and vice-president and the immediate past president and vice-president. 
The regular members, now numbering six, should be increased to ten in order to gain 
regional representation. A representative from Oregon, Washington and one more state, 
other than California, should be appointed immediately. 
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| ithe acceptance of this full package of recommendations, or any one of them, would help pre- 
~ Ipare us to continued growth, would make the Association more nearly regional in scope, would 
quicken academic and student participation, would spread the cost of administration and 

et would not necessitate increasing dues to pay for a permanent staff.

It seems 
to me that WGRA has done very well for over twenty years. | share with the others on this 
panel the feeling of great personal satisfaction and personal attachment which is not 
"Imatched toward any other professional group with which | have an affiliation. 


WGRA has made encouraging progress from the days long ago when solemn researchers devoted 
long hours of discussion to such fine points of technique as how to get a blacker line to 
show up in the reproduction of an organization chart. Our annual meetings are devoted to 
a broad program, getting to many of the fundamentals of government and administration. 


There has been an encouraging growth, too, in participation, to include more of the bene- 
ficiaries of research. We see more and more of the administrators and managers and other 
chief executives. We should encourage even more participation by elected officials, par- 
ticularly those in the legislative field. 


Although the widening of program and of participation has been encouraging, there has been 
some tendency as this occurs to shift the program to meet the interests of the newer group. 
| sometimes wonder if this is planned by the researchers in order to get a vicarious expe- 
rience in administration through devoting more of the program of this organization to dis- 
cussing purely administrative problems. This, then, does raise the question of whither we 
are bound. 





My prescription for the future of WGRA is simple. 


1. & think we should stick to governmental research. That does not mean limiting our- 
selves to administrative research, but to all research which is pertinent to the field 
of government--its political, policy and administrative implications. 





2. | think we should devote more of our program to stressing the techniques of re- 
search. Some of the abler among the researchers who once attended these conferences 
no longer attend because they feel. we have swung too far away from anything in their 
field of interest. 





3. Most important of all, | think we should stress the application of research. We 
need to find out what the political leaders and top administrators need by way of the 
product of research. We need to find out what they do with what they get. We need 
to find out what would help them, even though they do not now themselves see the need 
for that help. 





4. | woutd propose, too, that we set some definite goals each year. Not just a con- 
ference theme, but definite goals that committees could work toward during the year. 


5. | suggest that we set up study committees to deal with chosen topics and to report 
at the annual conference. | agree with those who have said in the course of this dis- 
cussion that WGRA should not in itself engage in research, but rather should encourage 
it; but | see no inconsistency with that stand and the suggestion that some regular 
committees be dedicated to efforts which will in fact encourage research. 
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6. We naturally should continue the exchanges of information about what has been done 
and what is underway. ¥ 





7. 1 think we should take particularly into account some of the suggestions made by 
Governor Hatfield in his excellent address to this organization. His suggestions that 
we should find ways to make the results of research more presentatble and understand- 
able to the administrator, and his suggestion that we should do more to make research 
available (this suggests the possibility of a master index of accomplished and current 
research), deserve particular attention. 


''Some New Functions and Goals for WGRA (I11)"'

1. We should take steps to sustain the new interest in WGRA that has been generated 
in the Pacific Northwest by reason of the holding of the 19th Annual Conference in 
Portland, and to develop further interest in the Pacific Northwest. 


2. Further consideration should be given to ''westernizing'' WGRA by having some addi - 
tional annual conferences in states other than California from time to time. At the 
same time it is recognized that this change from the precedent of meeting only in 
northern and southern California should take place gradually. 


3. WGRA should keep in touch with the public officials and others it is attempting 
to serve in order to be apprised of their problems, and, in turn, of the research 
needed to contribute to an informed solution of these problems. 


4, An attempt should be made to develop a greater awareness on the part of public 
officials of the purpose of WGRA as indicated in its constitution, its conferences, 
and the research activities of its members. 


5. In developing the program for the annual WGRA conference, the collective effort 
and recommendations of the WGRA members on program content and on other matters should 
be obtained, so far as possible. 


6. WGRA should continue to make every effort to serve as a clearing house to apprise 
its members of research projects in progress and that have been completed. 


7. The change that characterizes° our growing economy--in technology, population, 
metropolitanization and urbanization, and in many other ways in this atomic age--are 
destined to present fresh and continuing challenges in governmental research. Accord- 
ingly, the demands for governmental research unquestionably will increase rather than 
decrease. This will require that those in the field of governmental research be alert 
and imaginative and have a wide range of. interests. 


8. One of the problems confronting us is that ad hoc inquiries covering a great diver- 
sity of matters requiring considerable research are constantly flowing to those in the 

governmental research field. This requires so much of our time and energy that we 

have to exercise care that our preoccupation with the day to day problems does not pre- 
clude our viewing in perspective our long range research objectives and program. This 

should receive the attention of WGRA. 


9. WGRA will have an increasingly important role to play in the years ahead, and, as 
we work together through this association, | am confident that it will be a great source 
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of strength and encouragement to all of us in this field, and make it possible for us 
to have a deeper sense of satisfaction that we are making a better contribution to 
governmental research because of the professional insight and stimulus, and exchange of 
ideas, experiences, and research that has been possible through WGRA. 


10. Consideration should be given to whether ASPA members, legislators, and various 


other public officials not engaged in governmental research per se should be invited 
to become members thereof, particularly in view of the fact that its primary emphasis 
is On governmental research. This question has been raised by some persons in these 


related areas of public affairs. 


11. The recommendations of Sam Wood and Louis Kroeger presented during this panel 
discussion should be made available to the members of the Executive Committee of WGRA.
